Tur who wish for an instance of an Irish establish - 
ment conducted most successfully by a combination 
of enterprise and prudence, may find an excellent 
example in the Royal Bank of Ireland. Within the 
year this Banking Company have returned to their 
shareholders £25,100 in the shape of dividend. They 
have built in Dublin a cash office unrivalled for the 
beauty of its architecture and the convenience of its 
arrangement, the cost of which, £17,000, is defrayed 
out of profits on securities disposed of.

An examination in Law, including the practice of 
the courts and the general duties of an attorney, is 
to be held in the week previous to cach term. All!

Prizes and certificates of merit are to be 
given to such persons as shall have distinguished 
themselves at the examination in Law, and whose 
morals and qualificat ions for the profession shall have 
been approved of by the Moral Examiners. 

These rules, fairly carried out will do much to 
improve a profession so useful and so honourable. 
When the standard of educational qualification 
required for every other profession has been raised, 
it was absolutely necessary that something should 
be effected calculated to improve that required for 
the practice of the Law. The standard is by no 
means a high one, or requiring extraordinary ability 
or severe study. No person can fail in the test 
who deserves to be entrusted with the guardianship 
of the properties or rights of others.
